Top leadership already forms in anticipation of launching 
in late January this major effort to help undergird the future 
of Presbyterian College. With this campaign, Atlanta Presby- 
tery joins other Presbyterians of Georgia and South Carolina 
who already have raised $4:2 million toward PC’s total $10 
million Second Century Fund objective. 

Four PC alumni who are noted Atlanta church and busi- 
ness leaders will head the campaign there. Dr. W. Frank 
Harrington, senior minister of the Peachtree Presbyterian 
Church, serves as campaign general chairman. The presby- 
tery co-chairmen are: Dr. Bonneau Dickson, former executive- 
secretary of the presbytery; and William B. Hart, vice- 
president of the First National Bank of Atlanta and chairman 
of the Presbytery Council. Directing the special gifts phase 
is Bennett A. Brown, president of C & S Holding Company 
and assistant president of Citizens & Southern National Bank. 

Sixteen other leaders join them in forming a strong execu- 
tive committee to direct the work throughout Atlanta Presby- 
tery, which enrolls approximately one-half of all Georgia 
Presbyterians.

Plans emanating from this committee call for seeking 
$1 million from the churches of the presbytery and $200,000 
in special gifts to reach the minimum goal of $1.2 million. 
Active campaigning is scheduled to begin on January 23 with 
the first of a series of six dinners held in key areas over a 
period of two weeks. The drive will extend through April. 

As the leadership begins to form, a minister and lay 
co-chairmen are being enlisted to head each of 18 groups 
composed of four to six churches per group. They, in turn, 
will secure a PC chairman in each congregation. All of these 
leaders and selected individuals from each church will attend 
the kickoff dinners to learn of the PC program. 

The Second Century drive raises funds primarily for 
endowment to strengthen the program of financial aid for 
worthy young men and women. More endowment also will 
help secure the notable academic program and faculty as 
Presbyterian College observes its centennial year in 1980 
and heads into its second century of service. 

The campaign to raise $10 million by 1980 began with 
a successful drive in the local Clinton area last fall. It has 
received a favorable response in all other areas covered 
during the last year. Dozens of churches are still at work 
for this program—to the extent that College officials hope 
to end 1977 with close to one-half of the total goal subscribed. 
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Annual Giving Moves to $185,000 


Paced by strong returns from enthusiastic alumni, Annual Giving continued at a 
record clip as of November 11. The total: $185,002 from 1,601 gifts. 

This amount puts PC’s 1977 effort ahead of last year at this date as momentum 
builds to reach the $260,000 goal before books close on January 15. 

Alumni respond as never before to Annual Giving, with $119,736 already 
subscribed by 1,188 former students. Non-alumni parents have added $17,808 
on 140 gifts; PC associates, $9,658 on 36 gifts, and 237 other friends have thrown 


help. in their support to the tune of $37,800.

Basketball will dribble onto the scene from two directions 
this year: the Blue Hose men open their season of 24 games 
and two tournaments even before football’s Thanksgiving 
finale, and the women inaugurate this varsity sport with a 
14-game schedule. 

Coach Larry Burch plans to improve on his men’s record 
of 12-17 last year, but he has problems. Foremost is 
whether leading scorer Doug Johnson of Raleigh can return 
from an illness which sidelined him in early November. He 
averaged 14 points-per-game last season. Youth could be 
another problem, with a squad manned by eight freshmen, 
four sophomores and just two seniors. 

“If things work out right and the new men respond 
quickly to game experience, we could turn the corner on a 
winning season,” Burch said. “We hope to be able to press 
more and to run more off improved rebounding. This team 
is quick, has good shooting ability and good depth—especially 
at guard. Our main weakness seems to be defense on the 
inside.” 

Johnson and Louis King of Greenville, the two seniors, 
hold the keys to success. The latter was the team’s most 
improved player last year as he led the rebounders with a 
9.5 average. Other lettermen of whom much is expected 
are: Jim Watson of Cordova, Tenn., John Turner of Cary, 
N. C., Mike Humphries of Spartanburg and George Crippen 
of Lakewood, N. J., all sophomores. 

The most promising freshmen in pre-season practice to 
date: Clark Sinclair, 6-8, of Albany, Ga., Cam Stubbs of 
Doraville, Ga., Robbie Robinson of Greenville and Stanley 
Graves of Memphis.

Alumni Association. 

Hart, a 1957 graduate who now serves as a vice-president 
of the First National Bank of Atlanta, joins two other alumni- 
elected trustees on the college’s official governing body. At 
the same time, Walter H. Gosnell 31 of Spartanburg, division 
manager with Arkwright Mills, was named to the PC board 
of visitors. 

Cooper, class of 1956 alumnus and owner of Lynn 
Cooper, Inc., automobile dealership, takes office in January 
when current president-elect George C. (Sandy) Hagood ’65 
of Easley moves up to Alumni Association president. Hagood 
will succeed Warren Berry ’55 of Macon, Ga., who remains 
on the alumni board as past-president. Hagood owns the 
Hagood Insurance Co., while Berry is executive vice-president 
of Citizens and Southern National Bank.

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Frank L. Outlaw, Sr. 


Alumnus Frank L. Outlaw II of Green- 
ville has given $116,200 to Presby- 
terian College to endow a scholarship 
in memory of his father. 

The Frank Lancaster Outlaw, Sr., 
Scholarship honors the life and accom- 
plishments of a man who has been 
called a genius of merchandising. He 
was the founder, former board chair- 
man, president and principal share- 
holder of BI-LO, a regionaIchain of 
self-service supermarkets. 

In just 14 years—from his first stores 
in 1961 until his untimely death on 
July 8, 1975 — Outlaw built a wide- 
spread organization of 80 supermarkets 
in South Carolina, North Carolina and 
Georgia. The BI-LO chain, with head- 
quarters in Mauldin, S. C., now op- 
erates 94 supermarkets in these three 
states and has others on the planning 
schedule for the immediate future. 

To endow the PC scholarship and 
to achieve his other philanthropic goals, 
Frank Outlaw II set up the Outlaw 
Trust in the amount of $290,500. The 
40 percent share for Presbyterian Col- 
lege is capitalized at $116,200 and will 
produce approximately $7,000 annually 
for scholarship purposes. Eleven other 
charitable organizations will share the 
remaining income of the trust, which 
will be managed by a board composed 
of Frank, his wife and three PC trustees. 

The Frank Lancaster Outlaw, Sr., 
Scholarship will provide financial aid 
in perpetuity to qualified PC students 
who major in business administration. 
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Frank L. Outlaw Il—now vice- 
president in charge of warehousing and 
data processing with BI-LO, Inc.— 
graduated from Presbyterian College 
in 1972 with majors in both business 
administration and mathematics and 
earned his MBA the next year from 
the University of Georgia. He began 
his BI-LO career as a bag boy and 
stocker during Greenville high school 
days. He moved up to management 
trainee while in college and then be- 
came store supervisor in Athens, Ga., 
and later assistant to the vice-president 
in charge of store operation. 

Upon returning to Greenville in 
1974, Frank Outlaw II was placed in

charge of warehousing. A year later, 
he assumed his present position. He 
also now serves on the BI-LO board 
of directors, on the advisory board of 
the Citizens & Southern National Bank 
of Greenville and on the PC board of 
Visitors. 

His wife is the former Judy LaMarr 
Byars of Greenville, a graduate of 
Columbia College with master’s from 
the University of Georgia. She pres- 
ently holds the position of special edu- 
cation supervisor with the Greenville 
County schools after three years as a 
public school teacher. She was nomi- 
nated for “young educator of the year” 
for 1976-77. 


After nine years as academic dean, Dr. W. Fred Chapman, Jr., returns next fall to 
full-time teaching as professor of economics and business administration. 

President Marc C. Weersing said Chapman will serve in his present capacity 
until next August 1 and then will become the first occupant of the recently estab- 
lished Robert M. Vance chair of business administration at PC. Meantime, a 
special committee of faculty, trustees and students will search for a new dean. 

“Fred Chapman has made an outstanding academic dean since assuming this 
position in 1969,” Dr. Weersing said. “His efforts have brought a strengthening of 
the faculty and academic budget control as well as improvement of the curriculum, 
the records system and admissions procedures. We have added four new majors, 
instituted cooperative programs with large universities and expanded off-campus 
studies. We also have established a computer center and institutional research.” 

Before becoming dean, Dr. Chapman served PC effectively for four years 
(1964-65, 1966-69) as professor and chairman of the department of economics 
and business administration. A Belton native, he earned his BS and MS degrees 
from Clemson and his PhD from the University of Florida. His civic activities 
include the chairmanship of the Laurens County District 56 school board and the 
presidency of the South Carolina School Boards Association. 

Dr. Chapman will hold the rank of full professor in occupying the Vance 
chair of business administration. This chair was established last year by a Bailey 
Foundation gift to honor Clinton business, civic and religious leader Robert Vance— 
a PC trustee for the last 25 years. 
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
